He stated that on Friday evening, 1/7/55* the NRP, headed 
by WEST HOOKER, held a public meeting at the Midston House, 22 
East 38th St., NYC. He said that approximately 30 people attended 
this meeting and that HOOKER' made a long speech about his plans 
to build a new political party and how he desired to capture the 
youth of the country and make them politically wise. HOOKER 
also indicated that he has the necessary money that is required 
for the forming of his organization. 

The other principal speaker at this meeting was BRYANT 
BOWLES, leader of the National Association for the Advancement 
of White People. Informant stated that BOWLES delivered a very 
good talk on segregation. He stated that he vigorously opposed 
integration and took the stand that the white people also need 
protection. . BOWLES also talked:. on the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People and stated that although they 
boasted a membership of 200,000 that about half that number are 
not Negroes but are White people who are radicals and/or Communists. 

Informant Indicated that many people who attended this 
meeting were heard to express their disappointment with the 
organizational efforts of HOOKER and his anti-Catholic statements 
and indicated they would attend no further meetings. 

The informant stated that HOOKER is still unable to 
obtain a mailing list of any consequence although he continually 
requests C0NDE McG-INLEY, editor ojf Common Sense, and JAMES MAD0LE, 
leader of the NRP, for the use of their mailing lists. 

The informant "believed that HOOKER was uncertain that 
BOWLES would appear as a speaker at this meeting inasmuch as he 
had given no previous publicity to BOWLES* speech. 

Informant further stated that the NRP meeting which HOOKER 
had scheduled in Larchmont for December 17 had been cancelled 
and that HOOKER has no plans at this time for any further meetings 
of the US Nationalist Party. Informant believes that the persons 
who have been supporting HOOKER financially, may have decided that 
he does not have the ability to make a success of this organization 
and have decided to withdraw their financial support.

TTEST HOOKER, leader of the subject organization 
voluntarily appeared at the HYO and was interviewed by SA3 Francis J. Dwyer and 
the writer* 

He st-ted that Frederick Weiss and Sanford Griffith were still trying 
to make 1st deal with him and offering him suggestions on how tc run his organization 
and that they wanted to meet with him this week to arrange a plan on how he might 
gain more publicity for the Nationalist Party. Hooker said that he was meeting 
with them and pretending to go along with thep. in an effort to get proof that the 
Anti-Defamation League which Griffith works for uses the technique of fostering 
groups such as his on one hand while combatting them openly, looker subsequently 
notified the vriter on 5-25-55 that Griffith now refuses to Feet with him as he 
probably realizes that Hooker is trying to trap him into making an offer to aid 
Hooker's group* 

Hooker also stated that he is not having much success in forming his 
'organization and is going to work as a model himself in order to help pay the 
expenses of the -^roup. He also indicated that he believes that he is being 
blacklisted by modeling agencies because of his political actions in connection 
with the subject group. 

He said no further, meetings of the group are planned but he is still trying 
through legal action to obtain the Larchmont Fitfiall for nee tings and intends to 
publish a bulletin for the party in the future.

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T-l, who has furnished reliable information in 
the past, indicated on February 23, 1956 that the NYL is a 
youth organization of the Nationalist Party, which recently 
was formed by WEST HOOKER and consists of youths of 13 to 
18 years of age. He indicated that they have held meetings 
periodically in New York City hotels where the Nationalist 
Party platform is explained to them and anti-Semitism is 
taught to them by HOOKER, He stated that this group 
picketed at Carnegie Hall on February 22, 1956, and that 
three members appeared with placards stating "Communism 
is bad - Zionism is worse". 

WEST HOOKER, leader of the subject organization, 
advised the New York Office on May 25, 1955 that he is not 
having much success in forming his organization and is going 
to work as a model himself in order to help pay the expenses 
of this group.

statements in the sale of corporation securities. A 
temporary injunction was obtained agstast HOOKER. This 
article indicated that HOOKSR was Editor of the "National let 
Party Bulletin/' and according to the Attorney General, 
he falsely claimed he raised more than $300,000.00 
in New York to finance plans which envisioned the 
promotion of 26 television films.

SYNOPSIS: 




The Nationalist Party, headed by WEST HOOKER of 
Larchmont, NY, has a small membership of 15 to 20 
individuals. Meetings were held on 3/24/50, at the 
Roger Smith Hotel, NYC, and on 4/ 22 /5'6, at the Polish 
National Home in Elizabeth New Jersey. HOOKER was the 
principal speaker at these meetings and allegedly 
advocated Fascism and anti-Semitism. HOOKER has 
attempted without success to 'take over the nationalist 
groups of !! Common Sense", an anti-Semitic, nationalist 
newspaper in Union, New Jersey, /And the National 
Renaissance Party, an ant i-Se^ftic, neo-Nazi organiza- 
tion in NYC. 
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DETAILS: 

A. General Activities of the Nationalist Party 

T-l, who has furnished reliable information in 
the past., indicated that a source whom he termed reliable 
but did not wish to disclose, indicated on May 2, 195^ that 
the Nationalist Party continues to be led by WEST HOOKER, of 
Larchmont, New York. He said HOOKER appears to be the only 
individual in the Party who exercises any leadership capacity 
and the overall membership appears to be about 15 to 20 
individuals. The informant stated that the principal 
activity of the Party is the holding of irregular meetings 
of the youth element of the Party, which call themselves 
the Nationalist Youth League. He said that at these meetings, 
HOOKER advocates Fascism and anti-Semitism and states that 
these youths will be the future leaders of the Nationalist 
Party. 

T-l indicated on April 9,1956, JAMES MADOLE, leader of t! 
National Renaissance Party, stated that WEST HOOKER meets 
twice a week with his boys of the Nationalist Youth League 
at the Dommer Sign Shop on First Avenue, where he indoctrinates 
them in the doctrines of the Nationalist Party. He said that 
the usual attendance is about 15, although HOOKER claims he 
has enrolled about 50 youngsters in the Nationalist Youth 
League. He added that HOOKER plans to hold at least one 
street meeting a week, if not more, when the spring weather 
makes it appropriate. 

B. Individuals Connected with the 
Nationalist Party 

T-l indicated on April 5, 1956, that his source 
had heard that WEST HOOKER had gone to Dallas, Texas, for the 
meeting of the Congress on Freedom, which was being held there 
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from April 5-7, 1956. He added that the Congress on 
Freedom is sponsored by a group headed by DAN SMOOT, who 
formerly was with Facts Forum. 

T-l subsequently advised on April 11 , 1956, that 
his source reported that HOOKER had definitely not gone to 
Dallas for the Congress on Freedom, although HOOKER had 
stated to many of his acquaintances that he would attend 
this meeting. 

T-l advised on April 25, 1956, that at a meeting 
of the Nationalist Party held in Elizabeth, New Jersey, on 
April 22, 1956, HOOKER had stated during his speech that he 
is a foster child, and that his real name is MORELLO (ph) . 
The informant added that he had never heard this information 
before and it was not common knowledge among HOOKER'S acquaint- 
ances .

Street and Lexington Avenue , New York City, indicated on 
March 28, 1956, that WEST HOOKER had h$ld a meeting at his 
hotel on March 24, 1956. He said this meeting was attended b6 
by only 12 persons, most of whom were teenage boys and one b7c 
teenage girl. He said there were no unusual incidents at b7D 
this gathering, and that HOOKER had not indicated to him that 
the group would desire to hold any further meetings at the 
hotel because of the small attendance at this meeting. 

He said that there was talk among the members of 
this group of hqlding future meetings in private homes, and 
that the date April 7> 1956 was mentioned* as a date for a 
meeting, but that nothing definite was decided. 
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I Roger 

Smith Hotel, New York City, indicated on Marcn ze, 1956, 
that WEST HOOKER had been the only speaker at the meeting 
of the subject group held at the Roger Smith Hotel on 
March 24, 1956. He said that HOOKER, in his speech, advocated 
Fascism and his remarks were very anti-Semitic. He said that 
HOOKER appeared to be attempting to organize a group similar 
to the old German storm troopers. He added, however, that 
HOOKER did not advocate violence in his speech or the over- 
throw of the government by force. He indicated to the 
individuals at this meeting that they would form a nucleus 
of the Nationalist Party and be its future leaders. He 
said that HOOKER stated that the group was very interested 
in obtaining publicity for its activities, and that some- 
time in the future, they plan to picket the New York City 
Headquarters cf the Anti-Defamation League ,

T~l indicated on April 25, 1956, that the subject 
organization held a meeting on April 22, 1956, at the Polish 
National Home, 111 First Street, Elizabeth, New Jersey. He 
said this meeting was actually held under the auspices of 
the National Comniiutee of New Jersey, and that most of the 
people who attended '' had received post card invitations sent 
out by I I who allegedly mailed about 240 of these 

cards. The informant said that about 36 people attended, 
including WEST HOOKER, and 20 of his followers from New York 
City.

the subject o rganization in New Jersey. The informant said 
that I 1 opened the meeting with a short address concern- 

ing the Italian Fasc ist organ ization for which he claims to be 
a registered agent.

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HOOKER stated tha t this organization is composed

, and that nothing of importance will ever be 
accomplished unless MC GINLEY gets rid of these other 
individuals. HOOKER then spoke about his efforts in 
organizing the youth of the Party and also praised ADOLPH 
HITLER, stating that what the Nazis had done in Germany, 
his group would have to do in America. T~l also indicated 
that MC GINLEY had sent several persons from his organization 
to this meeting, and that they reported that they believe 
HOOKER to be completely insane as indicated by the nature 
of his speech and his mannerisms while speaking. They 
indicated that HOOKER had stated, ,: We can't win this fight 
with ballots and have got to use bullets just like Hitler 
did in Germany. 11 

2 . Publication s 

T-l indicated on May 2, 1956, that the subject 
organization has not issued any literature during the past 
few months. 

T-l indicated on April 25, 1956, that HOOKER had 
announced at the Party meeting on April 22, 1956, that ]ne 
had hired a place in New York City where he .would install a 
mimeograph machine to turn out literature for the Party, and 
that in this place, they would also sell electrical equipment 
at a 20 per cent discount. 

3. Other Nationalist Party Groups 

in the United 3tates and Offers to 
Affiliate with Other Groups 

T-l advised on April 12, 1956 <> that his source 
indicated that JAMES MADOLE, head of the National Renaissance 
Party, said that he was notified by members of a Nationalist 
Party that they would "bust into his meeting and kick his teeth 
in. :i T-l said th$tt MADOLE would hold a meeting on April 14, 
1956, at Nola Studios , 113 West 57th Street, New York City. 
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T-l indicated on April 19, 1956, that the National 
Renaissance Party meeting held On April 14, 1956, had been 
attended by seven or eight youths associated with the subject 
organization, as wel l as CHARLES DOMMER » He indicated that 
during this meeting, I I had asked MADOLE why he ^ 

itfould not cooperate with HOOKER, vaho wanted to work with b7( 
national groups. MADOLE then replied that he is willing 
to cooperate with HOOKER and others depending on what is 
meant by cooperation. The informant added that when MADOLE 
returned to his apartment after the meeting, he observed an 
automobile parked in front of this building, which was 
marked with the insignia of the Nationalist Party and MADOLE 
believed that this was meant to be a warning to him and an 
effort to intimidate him by HOOKER'S group. 

This informant concluded that it is apparent that 
MADOLE xrould never give up his sovernity over the National 
Renaissance Party and, therefore, will not cooperate with 
HOOKER or any other groups and will combat any interference 
by persons who attempt to take over or control the National 
Renaissance Party-. 

T-l stated that HOOKER has made many efforts 
during the past months indicating that he desires to take 
over MADOLE 's organization, or at least get members of the 
National Renaissance Party to join his organization. 

T-l indicated on April 9> 1956, that at a meeting 
held on April 8, 1956, sponsored by "Common Sense", which he 
described as an anti-Semitic nationalist newspaper, at 530 
Chestnut Street, Union, New Jersey, HOOKER made a speech 
from the floor in which he attacked MC C-INLEY's operation 
of "Common Sense" and MC GINLEY's failure to cooperate with 
him, HOOKER. BOOKER indicated in the speech that he knew 
how to deal with the anti-Christian conspiracy and stated that 
he desired to take over control of "Common Sense". MC GINLEY 
answered HOOKER by stating that "Common Sense" would not have 
HOOKER or his ideas.
